MRS. MIRANDA COVERT DEAD. 


Mother of Marvin Hughitt Passes Away 


at Her Oak Park Residence 
Was 95 Years Old. 


Mrs. Miranda Covert, mother of Marvin 
Hughitt, chairman of the directorate of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway; died 
yesterday, aged 95, at her residence, 208 Lin- 
den avenue, Oak Park. She lived to see five 
generations of her family. 

Mrs. Covert was born in a small town near 
Auburn, N. Y., where she was married, and 
later removed to Genoa, near by, where Mr. 
Hughitt wee born She had lived in and 
about Chicago for more than half a century. 
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on a clear space of 170 feet between piers 
and that required an entirely new set of 
plans.

Finally, in 
April, 1011, the general bond issue for 
bridge construction was approved by the 
people. | 
| Because of an error in the wording of 
the ballot or some other technicality the 
bond issue was declared invalid Pending 
the resubmission of the bond issue an 
emergency appropriation was made by the 
city council, the bonds being approved the 
second time at the November election of 
that year.

N August, 1911, more than four years 

after the bridge had been torn out, the 
work of construction was actually begun. 
The west pier was completed ten months 
later, the other in a year. The con- 
tractors’ excuse for the delay in this work 
is that they did not have plans of the old 
tunnel over the river on which to base 
their work. Actual work on the super- 
structure of the bridge was begun in June, 
1912. 

In the opinjon of leading bridge engi- 
neers and builders it should easily be pos- 
sible to complete a bridge as that at 
Washington street or the projected bridges 
at Madison and Jackson in one year from 
the day of beginningry work on the founda- 

ons. There are scores of bridges in the 
country much larger and more compll- 
cated than any of these which have been 
opened for traffic within a year. 

It is the regular practice of railroad 
companies, indeed, to replace old and out- 
worn bridges without for an b - interfer- 
ing with the regular stream of trafic run- 
ning over them. The bridge across the 
Chicago river, for instance, over which 
the trains of the Chicago ard Northwest- 
ern railroad ran into the Wells street sta- 
tion, was once entirely rebuilt in exactly 
the old position without closing it to the

CARL AMERICAN. 
In New York City today they will dedicate 


the monument which Carl Bitter, the sculp-. : 


tor, has designed and which citizens have 
erected to the memory of Carl Schurz. 

It is a memory which should remain for- 
ever green in the hearts of the American 
people. No man was a better American 
than this German-born lover of liberty, of 
good government, of clean politics. Ne man 
better deserved the simple but eloquent epi- 
taph which the good taste of the designer or 
of the committee in charge has placed upon 
the memorial: 

DEFENDER OF LIBERTY AND 
FRIEND OF HUMAN RIGHT. 

The ill fated revolution of 1848 cost Ger- 
many some of her most enlightened sons and 
her loss was America’s gain. Schurz was 


among the greatest of these, a man made to 


fight for liberty, for justice, for progress, 
who came to the republic when she had the 
greatest need of the courage and enlighten- 
ment which he so signally displayed in her 
service up to the day of his death, Gallant 
and efficient in war, devoted and statesmanly 
in peace, he displayed the virtues which 
make nations nobly great. 

Carl Schurz was the first German-Amer 
ican to enter the United States senate, and 
no man who ever wore the toga brought a 
more genuine Americanism to the counsels 
of the nation. He was a liberal of the old 
school, an individualist of the best typé, a 
pioneer champion of civil service reform, a 
sworn and formidable foe of graft and spoils 
politics, a tried friend of the negro and of 
the Indian, a redoubtable champion of sound 
money, a conspicuous leader in the great 
movement for independence in politica, 
which more than any other influence has 
shaken the power of privilege over govern- 
ment. 

But this memorial to Carl Schurz may be 
taken as more than a tribute to that soldier, 
statesman, and patriot. It is well to hold 
it as a reminder also of the debt the Amer 
ican republic, American institutions, Amer- 
ican ‘civilization owe to German char- 
acter and ideals. For English liberty began 
in Germany and we are building today upon 
a mighty edifice of democratic freedom and 
justice and orderly progress whose first 
courses were laid in the forests of the father- 
land. : 

Carl Schurz was never an alien in Amer- 
ica. He and ifs like were native to the 
great tradition which breathes through the 
institutions and civilization we call Amer- 
enn. Because he was German be was 
American iu the deepest and truest sense. 

The American people is made of many 
races, but all are American who are devoted 
to those ideals of orderly liberty, of equality 
before the law, of considerate progress, of 
civic honor to which Car! Schurz gave his 
long and virile life. These make American- 
iam and to them each generation of Amer- 
icaus has need to dedicate itself.

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Expense Saving of $1,000,000 a 
Tear Figured On Under 
the New Regime. 


Clarence S. Funk has been elected president 
of the M. Rumely company of Laporte, Ind. 
He resigned as general manager of the In- 
ternational Harvester company in order to 
assume his present position, and with the 
object of rehabilitating the company in public 
and banking confidence. 

Cyrus McCormick, president of the har- 
vester company. consented to Mr. Funke a- 
ceptance of the new post for the general good 
of the agricultural implement business. It is 
understood that Paul D. Cravath, who was 
attorney in the consolidation of the Inter- 
national Harvester company, made a strong 
argument with Mr. McCormick. This means 
that M. Rumely company will be operated 
in harmony with the International Harvester 
concern, although thére is no suggestion of 
any other relation. 


Figures on_ Big Saving. 

Mr. Funk, it is said, went carefully over 
the manufacturing processes of the Rumely 
company and inquired into general and dis- 
tribution costs. As a result, it is estimated 
$1,000,000 can be saved annually by the 
pruning of present extravagances. 

Mr. Funk becomes president with the 
resignations of all the Rumelys and all the 
directors and officers in his possession. These 
will be accepted in due course. Those of 

J. Rumely, president, and J. J. Rumely, 
de president, already have been accepted. 

The resignation of Dr. Rumely, as general 
manager, has been accepted. His resigna- 
tion as vice president has not been, but it 
is understood he intends to retire after the 
new management becomes thoroughly 
familiar with the company’s affairs. 


Reorganization Made Complete. 

The binkers who financed the company, 
William Salomon & Co. and Hallgarten & Co. 
of New York, are now, with Mr. Funk, in 
complete domination of the property. The 
board of dirgctors, finance and executive com- 
mittees, have béen reorganized, placing the 
“financial interest in control. 


An executive committee has been named 


consisting of President Funk, James A. Pat- 
tem, Elisha Walker of William Salomon & 
Oo., and John H. Guy, the recently elected 
vice president in charge of finance. 

With the exception of Mr. A. Patten, who 
has cast his lot with the new regimé, the 
members of the committee are all new, and 
represent the controlling interest. 

The finance committee consists of Presi- 
dent Funk, Elisha Walker, and Max Hor- 
witz of Haligarten & Co. 

The board of directors has been so re- 
organized that seven of the eleven mémbers 
represent the interests who are financing 
the company's requirements. The directors 
who have retired are H. J. Berghoff, John 
Wolf, and J. J. Rumiey. They are sue 
eeeded by Mr. Funk, Mr. Cravath, and Her- 
man Gifford. 

These changes have ‘sas it possible for 
the company to be financed. Altogether $5,- 
500,000 new capital has been arranged for. 
Of this amount William Salomon & Co. and 
Hallgarten & Co. furnish $2,000,000, running 
for eighteen months. New York and Chicago 
banks have agreed to make six months loans 
for $3,500,000. This latter amount, it is ex- 
pected, Will be paid off by the end of the 
year, although the company will continue 
its borrowings at the banks. 


Gross Business Cut Down. 

Gross business for the current year, which 
had been undertaken to the amount of $28,- 
000,000, has been cut down ta $22,000,000. It 
is possible that next year the gross may be 
still further reduced in order to make the 
company’s position secure. 

Mr. Funk’s salary will te about $50,000 a 
year, but other considerations have been ar- 
ranged. It is understood he has been given 
an option on a considerable block of stock 
With a reasonable time in which to take it 
up. Tie is one of the most suggestive fea- 
tures of the deal from the viewpoint of stock- 
holders, since in order to realize an income 
such as he got out of the International Har- 
vester, it will de necessary for the new presi- 
Gent to make a success of his undertaking. 


Dividends Will Be Affected. 

The dividend on the common stock will be 
discontinued There is a strong probability 
that the dividend on the preferred also will 
be. reduced or discontinued, since borrow- 
ing money to pay unearned cividends does not 
establish confidence, something that is now 
being striven for under the new management.
